Such  are  the  Hcriptur-.s  which 
show  man’s  condition  by  nature, 
— tiy  nature— not  because  of  actions. 
It  is  the  sinful  nature  that  causes  the 
sinful  actions.  Not  the  sinful  actions 
that  corrupt  the  nature.  Man  is  a 
child  ot  wrath  “by  nature.”  His 
carnal  mind  is  hy  nature  “enmity 
against  God.”  His  heart  is  hy 
nature  “Deceitful  above  all  things 
and  desperately  wiekid.” 

Such  a condition  of  being,  hy 
nature,  is  believed  to  tie  the  natural 
heritage  of  the  deoendants  of  Adam 
and  Eve.  (Romans  the  filth  is  the 
clearest  Bcrip’ureon  Hus  point.)  On 
the  teachings  ol  Ihe  Scriptuns  con 
cerning  the  nature  anil  condition  of 
man,  there  are  about  three  distinct 
views, all  o!  which  can  tie  classed 
under  the  head  ot  “Human  depravi- 
ty.”
